As the supply of seed is limited, far- 
mers are advised to apply early; but 
the applications will not necessarily 
be filled in the exact order in which 
they are veceived, Preference will 
always be given to the most thought- 
ful and explicit requests, Applica- 
tions received after the end of Janu- 
ary will probably be too late. 

Allapplications for grain (and ap- 
plications from the provinces of Onta- 
rio and Quebee for potatoes) should be 
addressed to the Dominion Cerealist, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
Such applications require no postage

The chance discovery of Port Har- 
eourt, the coast terminus of the line, 
by Lieut. Hughes, R.N.R., the com- 


was made under dramatic circeum- 
stances, and the fact that the project- 
ed railway will cut through the very 
heart of the mysterious and almost 
| unknown centres of the strongest 
| frm. of juju and fetish worship 
should 
construction advances, will prove not 
less exciting than those which attend- 
ed the building of the Uganda Rall- 
way. 
The whole line, which will be 650 
miles in length, of the standard Afri- 
can gauge, is estimated to cost £3,- 
000,000, and to occupy four or five 
years in construction, 
For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening 
up a part of Africa which is not only 
the most thickly populated region on 
the continent, but aleo include: the 
richest palm oil belt in the world, and 
after the discovery of a coal-field at 
Udi extending for over a thousand 
square miles and yielding coal show- 
ing 75 per cent. of the value of the 
best Welsh coal, the question of a 
tailway became more pressing. 
Recently Lieut. Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creek which to the 
surprise of all showed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-side a precipi- 
tous cliff 45 feet high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between 
Sierra Leone and the Congo. 
On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, in March last, commis- 
sioned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to investigate 
the matter, and as a result it was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mai channel of 
the Bonny River. 
A remarkable series of cliffs ex- 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water was discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water. Armed with machetes, the 
Director of Railways, the Director of 
Marine, and the commander of the 
Ivy landed, and by means of a rope 
j ascended the :liffs and cut throusha 
section of almost impenetrable 
growth twelve feet in height. 

Lieut. Hughes then ascended a tree 
to view the country. ¢& few poople 
were met, and it was discovered ‘hat 
ne white man had been there before, 
Further investigation showed that 
the general conditions of the place 
were such as had never been hoped 
for on the West African coast, and 
the spot has been called Port Har- 
court and selected as the terminus of 
the tallway.

In 
addition to tke havoc which they 
bring about in the orchards, wasps 
also do great damage in the apiaries, 
and this season they have proved 
more destructive to bees than ever,

Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Werkers 
All Over the World. 

The double red cross, the symbol of 
the war against tuberculosis, was first 
adopted as the symbol of the Interna- 
tional Anti-tuberculosis association in 
Berlin in October, 1902. The proposer 
of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
laris, who is now associated secretary 
of L’Association Centrale Trancaise 
Contre la Tuberculose. 

Today the emblem is being used by 
anti-tuberculosis workers in every part 
of the world, even in Iceland, India, 


South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. The double red 
cross is similar in shape to a cross 
used frequently in the Greek Catholic 
churehes and also to the Lorraine cross 
of France. All of the arms of the 
cross are pointed, the two cross arms 


being of the same length. The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de 
termining the proportions. The length 


of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on cither side, the 
point above the arms tws and a balt 
units and the distance between the 
arms one and a balf units. These 


measurements bold good for any size. 


In the United States over 1,200 anti 
tuberculosis associations aud commit 
tees, nearly 550 sanitariums and bos 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open air schools, besides a number of 


other organizations, are using the dou- 
ble red cross as their emblem. Wher- 
ever it is scen it means war agaivst 
tuberculosis.

EASTER ISLAND. 


A Deserted Land and its Mysterious 
Crude Stone Statues 

Huge and grotesque stone images 
stand and Ie over the fertile surface 
of a deserted Island far south in the 
Pacific. It is a place that Poe might | 
have sung into existence or Rider Hag- | 
gard created for the scene of some 
fantastic romance. Even lis name— | 
Caster island—seems more literary 
than geographical. Easter island, 
2,000 miles from South America and 
1,400 miles east of Pitcairn Island, bas 
on all the forty-five square miles of its 
area less than 200 people. But it has 
Other inhabitants, great masses of | 
rock, 600 in number, each carved into | 
the semblance of a human figure, the | 
origin of which ts a mystery. These 
statues weigh on an average from ten 
to twelve tons each, some of them 
reaching a weight of forty tones. A 
few of them stand on strong platforms | 
400 feet long, and many similar plat- | 
forms stand untenanted,. | 

At the quarry, which is a crater (for | 
Easter island is of volcanic origin), a | 
number of these images lie half form- 
ed as the vanished sculptors left them, 

There is another crater where the 
crowns of the figures were made from 
rock of a different sort. Here, too, are 
found unfinished specimens.—Church- 
man.
